Fighting Chaplain of France 


s:: PRIEST WAS CITED FIVE TIMES FOR BRAVERY 


Kalaupapa, Island of Molokai, May 
7.—Father Peter Henri D'Orgeval, 
the “fighting chaplain of France,” 
has come to the saddest spot in the 
world—the leper isle—to die. 

Five times cited for bravery and 
recommended for the legion of honor 
by Marshal Joffre, Father D’Orzgeval 
has consecrated the remainder of his 
‘life to the task of cheering the lost 
legions ravaged by the disease. 

There was no wistfulness, no brava- 
do and no complaint as the fighting 
chaplain bade farewell to the outside 
world. His was an errand of mercy 
and he met it in the same spirit that 
made his war record so conspicuous, 

“If I can make one. single unfor- 
tunate happy. my errand will be a 
great success,” he said simply. ; 

Father D’Orgeval is one of a nuom- 
ber of Cathelic priests who have come 
to the leper isle in the Hawaiian 
group on a similar mission. 

He was born in Lyons, France, in 


1872, studied music before taking up 
the cloth, and was a priest in Paris 
for many years. 

With the arrival here of the church- 
man who voluntarily had condemned 
himself. to a living death, the heroic 
story of Father Damien,’ a Belgian 
priest, was recalled. 

One of the first churchmen to en- 
ter upon duties at the leper isle, 
Father Damien contracted the disease 
here and “died. 

“My work is done and I am hap- 
py.” were his last words. : 

There is also the story of Brother 
Charles Dutton, one-time dashing

100 Per Cent Effective in 
Cutting of Supply of II- 
licit Liquor to New York, 
Officials Claim. 


20 MORE VESSELS

Four New Contraband 
Carriers Immediately 
Surrounded on _ Reach- 
ing 12-Mile Limit.

New York, May 7.—New York 
coast guard officials, claiming that 
their three-day-old blockade of the 
Atlantic rum fleet continued 100 per 
cent effective, put the stamp of seem- 
ing permanency on this new phase 
of the anti-wet war today by issuing 
a call for between 400 and 500 
guardsmen recruits for the loeal dis- 
trict. 

It became known, too, that the 
drive for recruits is more or less a 
national thing, similar campaigns be- 
ing in preparation at Norfolk, Va., 
Washington, Baltimore and Boston. 

Blockade Tightened. 


a score or more rum-chasers leaving 
the local and other nearby bases for 
the line of action.

Flier Killed 
As Airplane 
Hits Balloon 


Body of Major Benedict 
Then Crashes 1,000 Feet 
to the Ground. 


Newport News, Va.. May 7.—Ma- 
jor Charles C. Benedict, 54, met in- 
stant death this afternoon at Lang- 
ley field when his 8. E.-5 plane col- 
lided with a captive balloon and 
crashed te the ground from an alti- 
tude of between 800 and 1,000 feet. 
Major Benedict’s body was badly 


crushed and his machine REA 


by the impact. 

With several other school officers 
at Langley field, Major Benedict was 
teking part in firing maneuvers, the 
captive halloon being used as a tar- 
get. Major Benedict came over the 
-alloon and, in the dive to fire at the 
big bag, his plane came so close that 
it struck a big canvas, causing an 
explosion. The S. E.-5 plane’ then 
crashed downward to the ground. 
When officers and soldiers ran to the 
plane, they found the officer dead.

Teheran, Persia, May 7.—Premier 
Risa Khan, of Persia, has renounced 
the title Sardar Sepah, or commandey- 
in-chief, and abolished all ‘titles in 
the army. oo 

Parliament has passed a law abol- 
ishing civil or military titles for peo- 
ple “who do net possess social posi- 
tion compatible with such titles.” 

The Persian government’s decision 
vs outlined in the above dispatch ap- 
parently is aimed at abolishing the 
curios custom of bestowing or assum- 
ing titles among all classes. In the 
past a solklier whatever his rank 
might be given such a title as “con- 
queror of the country” while an ob- 
scure peasant might be termed “own- 
cr of the villages.” Such titles, how- 
cver inappropriate. were handed 
aown from father to son. 

It is noteworthy that Premier Risa 
Khan himself was awarded the title 
Sardar Sepah long before he actually 
was placed at the head of the army, 
while the title khan, or duke, has 
become as common in Persia as

Given Approval of Inspector 


Baltimore, Md.,May 7.—Automobile 
petting parties have been given the 
official approval of George G. Henry, 
chief inspector of police. 

Hienry promises that no policeman 
in Baltimore will arrest any auto 
spooners so long as they keep within 
the law and makes’ it clear that the 
spooners are keeping within the law, 
providing the ear is parked, when 
they kiss and embrace.

FIREBUG’S WORK SEEN 
IN DISASTROUS BLAZE

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come home, as I have asked him to,’ 
said Mrs. Jass Thursday. “I wired 
him Wednesday to come home at once, 
and he must have received the wire, 
but I have heard nothing from him 
and do not know whether he will: be 
home tonight or not.” 

Mrs. Jass refused to make any state- 
ment regarding the fire except to ex- 
press her grief that the terrible blaze 
should have.to take place in the ware- 
house of her husband’s property. 

“Tt am unable to see how the fire 
might have been started at that time 
of night, except as the result of in- 
eendiarism,” the chief said Thurs- 
dav. “We_got the alarm at 2:05 
o'clock Wednesday morning, and it 
certainly appears that if the fire was 
started by a cigarette stub or match, 
or by car@iessness of some workman In 
the building, it would have been dis- 
covered long before that time. 

“As far as we have been able to 
learn, no employee of the Jass com- 
pany was in the building after the 
time the men left late in the after- 
noon. Cotton, of course, is very in- 
flammable, and if the fire had been 
started before the men left, it certain- 
ly would have been seen before ten 
hours had elapsed. 

“Il started my investigation Thurs- 
day morning. and from what I have 
learned, so far, there is. nothing to 
convince me that arson has _ not 
played a part in the horror which 
took the lives of six of our bravest 
nen and caused serious injuries to 
a number of others. 

Thorough Probe Promised. 

“We intend to probe this matter 
to the end, and if it is found that 
the building was set on fire, I cer- 
tainly feel sorry for’ the culprit. 
There is no punishment too severe 
for a firebug. While many buildings 
and houses in Atlanta have been 
fired recently, this happened to be 
the first one to result in any casual- 
ty, but such a thing is liable to hap- 
pen in any fire.” 

Insurance companies and 
sentatives of the Southern railroad 
also took an active hand in the 
probe Thursday. It was announced 
by the insurance adjustors that $40,- 
OOO worth of insurance was carried 
ried on the steck in the building, but 
the amount of insurance on the 
building itself has not been made 


public,

Hartsfield to Aid. 


“Tf that is the case, and the guilty 
parties are caught, hanging would be 
too good for them,” he said. “Too 
many lives are being taken and too 
much property is being destroyed by 
lawlessness, and arson certainly is 
one of the most unforgivable’ of 
crimes, 

“I will do everything in my power 
to further the investigation, and if 
the guilty parties are apprehended, 
will assist in every way possible to 
See that they get the punishment 
that they deserve.”

“The Georgia law gives the fire 
marshal authority to investigate only 
in cases where there is a suspicion 
of arson,” Mr. Watkinson said, “and 
then the request must be made in 
Writing.” 

Awaits Sharpe’s Return. 

Chief Cody said Thursday that he 
Was waiting only the return to At- 
lanta of Mr..Sharpe before taking the 
matter up with state authorities. 

“I certainly will bring every in- 
fluence to bear to determine whether 
or not the fire was of incendiary or- 
izin,” the chief said. “I will confer 
with Mr. Sharpe as soon as he returns 
to the city. . 

“Whatever was the cause of Wed- 
nesday’s fire, it is certain that an 
overloaded second floor was directly 
responsible for the terrible disaster. 
I have given. my fire inspectors strict 
orders to. investigate every similar 
building and particularly those in 
which it appears that any of the 
floors are loaded beyond their ea- 
pacity. 

“If we had had a city fire marshal, 
the thing never would have happened, 
but we didn't have one. and the only 
thing T can do is to redouble precau- 
tions to prevent a recurrence of the 
disaster.” 

Blames Burned Timbers. 

C. J. Bowén, city building inspector, 
blamed burned timbers and not an 
overloaded second floor. for the cave-in. 
The burned timbers. extra weight tak- 
en on by the cotton as it became 
water-soaked, and the sudden falling 
of the roof caused the floor’s collanse 
which resulted in the six deaths. Mr. 
Bowen said Thursday after a thorough 
examination of the building. 

“The second floor was constructed 
after the same manner as the first.” 
he said, “and the first floor now is 
bearing the added weight of heavy 
timbers and cotton from the second 
floor without showing any signs of 
collapsing. 

“I found where several of the joists 
had been burned, which of course 
would weaken the structure. In ad- 
dition. as the supports became wenk- 
er. the cotton. becoming soaked with 
water, grew heavier. with the result 
that when the roof fell in it took the 
second floor with it.”

bedecked caskets. 

Services for the sixth man whose 
life was. taken in the Decatur street 
fire—Captain Caspar O. Bone—will be 
held Saturday from the residence, 48 
Mansfield avenue, having been delayed 
because of inability of relatives to 
reach Atlanta in time for the joint 
services today. 

‘Great Floral Offering. 

Liers of the other five—Lieutenant 
R. L. Dennard, F. F. Wilson, L. H. 
Smith, kK. S. Konkle and C, C. King— 
will be side by side near the center 
of the auditorium, lying in death even 
as they bad fought: in life. 

Six huge floral wreaths, tokens from 
the mayor and general city council, 
with bank after bank of flowers sent 
by officials and friends, will almost 
hide the caskets. 

Along each side seats have been re- 
served for relatives and close friends 
of the dead firemen. At the special 
request of ‘a number of negroes, space 
has been set aside for them, and al- 
though it is certain that all wishing 
to attend the ceremonies cannot be 
accommodated, every precaution has 
been taken to reserve seats for rela- 
tives and close friends. 

Iv. Richard Orme Flinn, Dr. Ash- 
by Jones and Dr. L. O. Bricker, prom- 
inent Atlanta ministers, each will 
speak. In addition, pastors of churches 
to which the firemen belonged will 
participate in the services, and it 1s 
expected that no Jess than ten clergy- 
men will take part.

Died on Duty. 

The men died in the dark hours of 
Wednesday morning while perform- 
ing their duty. Eight firemen who 
were battling the blaze which threat- 
ened to destroy te Jass Manufactur- 
ing company’s warehouse on Decatur 
street were buried under an ava- 
lanche of water-soaked cotton bales 
and flaming timber when the second 
story collapsed. Of the eight, only 
two were dragged out alive, and it 


was more than two hours before the 
last of dead. bodies could be recoy- 
ered from under the pile of debris. 

While Captain Bone’s funeral will 
not be held as a part of the public 
program, every honor will be paid 
him. It is probable that service will 
be held Saturday at his residence. 

In addition to members of. other 
organizations, a patrol of boy scouts 
will be present at his funeral, and a 
floral offering has been sent him by 
that organizaion. Captain Bone for 
more than a year had been the expett 
examiner for merit badges on fire- 
manship for the boy scouts. 

Burial in Hollywood. 

While the exact time for Captain 
Bone’s funeral has not yet been set, 
and arrangements have not been com- 
pleted, it is expected that interment 


will be made in Hollywood cemetery.

New York, May 7.—At a cost of 
$12, the New York Advertising club 
has saved such portion of American 
honor as was threatened with being 
tarnished by the United States cus- 
toms officials. 


The British delegation to the huge

Advertising ubs of the World 


tonight furnished the $5,000) brought with it a large British flag 


to be presented to the city of Hous- 
ton. The gift will be presented in the 
same spirit as were the flags present- 
ed to the British city of York, when 
the American advertising men went

It remained for the prosaic customs 
officials to create what might be de- 
scribed as an international incident 
in etlfics.* They demanced and ob- 
tained the sum of $12 as duty befdre 
permitting that large and. graceful 
British flag to be earried further onto

advertising men here were in vain. 
The customs house kept the $12. 


But the New York advertising men 

did not stop there. They dug straight 
down into their nether pockets and 
demanded that the fellows from Lon- 
don allow themselves to be reimbursed 
for the sum that the customs service 
had taken away from them.’ 
_ Thus, finally at least part of the 
incident was quietly smoothed over 
when emissaries of the: New York 
Advertising club sneaked the $12 to 
Wynn Williams, advértising manager 
ot the London Times. 

And the bright people down at the 
customs house haven't heard the last 
of it. When advertisers shout, they 
shout loudly, and it is learned at the 
New York club headquarters here that 
they expect to address their shouts 
to the highest officials of the customs 
service in order that the error maj 
be officially acknowledged. 


DEPOSED WAR Gilt 
OF REDS SEEKS JOB 


Moscow, May 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)-—Leon ‘Trotzky, de- 
posed society war minister, returned 
to Moscow this morning from Suk- 
hum, Thans-Caucasia, after four 
months’ isolation, ready to accept 
any position the governmetn may of- 
fer him. . 

The former red-army leader, grant- 
ed absolution from his political heresy 
on his promise to obey the dictates 
of the party and observe all the 
rules of strict bolshevism, probably 
will be offered the commissariat of 
foreign trade, vacated by. Leonid 
Krassin’s appointment as ambassador 
to France. 

This post, ‘Trotzky’s friends hope, 
will help restore him to some degree 
of power by leading to a more re- 
sponsible place in the cabient. 

While Trotzky still has hopes of 
regaining his place in charge of the 
red army. it is believed General 
Frunze. who succeeded him in the 
wer ministry, wiil be left in that 
position. 

Trotzky was accompanied from 
Trans-Caueasia by a few members of 
his personal staff and by his wife 
who has been his sole counsellor dur- 
ine his recent political vicissitudes.

—Any reliance sole- 
ly upon aircraft. for defense purposes 
was declaréd insufficient by Secre- 
tary Wilbur in an address tonight 
before the Connecticut Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“To defend America we mnst be 
prepared to defend its interests and 
our flag in every corner of the 
globe,” he asserted. “The suggestion 
that the United States ean be de- 
fended solely by aircraft operating 
‘rom our shores is born of ignorance 
of what constitutes our nation -and 
of its vast and world-wide interests, 
and also of the unwise enthusiasm for 
one feature of national defense.” 

An adequate navy is necessary for 
national defense, he declared, because 
the United States is ‘a world power 


with world-wide commercial interests, | 
and with inescapable commitments 
and obligations.” 

“A wise and sane development of 
the army and navy, a reasonable ad- } 
vance along lines of progress in all. 
means of national defense wil] remove 
serious thought of aggression by oth- 
ers. Let us seek peace and pursue 
it diligently, wisely and persistently 
and may our peace redound to the 
peace and security ‘of all men.” 7 

“Americans have over 20,000.000 
of tons of merchant shipping to 
carry the commerce of the world.

Sweeping investigation of charges 
that Fulton county.convicts have been, 
subjected to cruel punishment will get 
under way at once with a view [{& 
custing any officials found. responsible 
for these alleged conditions, members 
of the Georgia. prison commission 
stated Thursday following a confer- 
ence with a delegation of Atlantans, 
incluaing more than a score of min- 
isters and others. 

“If it develops that punishment 
more inhuman than the lash has been 
reserted to, guilty officials will be 
summarily dismissed,” Judge T. E. 
Patterson, a member of the commis- 
sion, told the delegation. “If we can 
get a warden to tell us that prison- 
ers have been so cruelly punished that 


they have been forced to go to a hos- 
pital for two or three days, as 
charged, we wilt get another warden 
pretty soon,” he asserted. 


“Box Dungeons” Hit. 


Use of “box dungeons” and stocks 
have been resorted to since the use 
of the lash was outlawed in Georgia, 
the commission was told by visitors 
who called to protest against alleged 
cruel practices of punishing convicts. 
Spokesmen for the delegation asserted 
that they had been informed that 
similar conditions existed in. many 
other Georgia counties and it is not 
unlikely that the investigation of al- 
leged cruelties will extend into other 
sections. 

The delegation was assured by 
members of the commission that in 
their opinion there is no indication 
that the use of the lash will again be 
legalized in Georgia as a means of 
punishing convicts. This expression 
was in reply to queries concerning 
rumored efforts to remove the lash 
ban when the legislature convenes this 
summer. 

Dr. L. O. Bricker, former pastor 
of First Christian chureh and at pres- 
ent pastor of the new Peachtree 
Christian church, read extracts from 
Atlanta newspaper stories quoting 
certain county officials as saving 
present methods of punishing convicts 
were more inhuman than the lash. 

Pastor Protests Cruelty. 

Dr. W. J. Debardelben, pastor of 
Payne Memorial Methodist church. 
protested the use of either the lash 
or so-called “dungeons”. in conviet 
camps and offered his services to 
visit camps at “any time. day or 
night,” to talk te obstreperous pris- 
oners. Dr. T. W. Hunnieutt. . pre- 
siding. said he was shocked to hear 
of such “barbarous and brutal prae- 
tices” as are alleged to be in use in 
convict camps. 

John A. Manget, Atlanta capitalist. 
told the commission that the delega- 
tion was more concerned in reports 
that prisoners had been forced inte 
closed boxes and dungeons, than in 
the talk of the return of the lash.

Geneva, May 7.—Great Britain 
dropped a bomb oy Geneva tonight 
when she proposed before the inter- 
national conference on the control of 
arms and munitions that warships 
_be omitted from the category of arm- 
aments which will be subject to in- 
ternational control. Japan and Italy 
suppérted the British move. 

move of another kind was made 
earlier in the day when Theodore E. 
Burton, of Ohio. proposed an entire- 
ly new clanse in the convention, 
whereby international traffie in poi- 
son gas fer war purposes wotld be 
prohibited. 

Mr. Burton's appeal for favorable 
action on his resolution was warmly 
approved by the representatives of 
France, Itaty, Brazil, Hungary, Po- 
land and China. The resolution was 
referred to a committee of technical 
experts. 

‘Britisher Gives Views. 


Rear-Admiral Aubrey Smith, Brit- 
ish delegate, outlined to the con- 
ferente committee on military, naval 
and air matters why his country fav- 
ored taking warships out of the list 
Sof armaments which, under the draft 
convention, are subjected to a system 
of license when sold by one country, 
to another. Tle argued that the chief 
aim of the conference was not to 
prevent illicit trade in armaments, 
but to control and, especially, make 
it nublie. 

He laid stress on the fact that the 
ohject of the conference was not to 
reduce armaments, but merely 
throw everything about their sale into 
the light of publicity. Now nobody, 
he said, could conceal the sale of a 
warship. and hence it seemed unneces- 
sary to keen warships in the category 
of war material to be supervised. 

Japan Supports Britain. 

Japan supported the British view 
for the same reason. and Italy fol- 
lowed suit. No nation opposed the 
British suggestions.

gas in war, and when they agreed, 
as Mr. Burton told the conference to- 
day, to exert their influence for ob- 
taining the adherence of other powers. 

Mr. Burton offered a_ resolution 
which declared that asphyxiating, 
poisonous or other gases and analo- 
gous liquids, could not be exported 
when they were intended or designed 
for use in connection. with war opera- 
tions. The draft emphasized that the 
use of poison gas in war had been 
“justly condemned by general opinion 
throughout the civilized world.” ®% 

Admits Difficulties. 


Mr. Burton frankly told his fel- 
low delegates that difficulties lay in 
the way of the prohibition of ex- 
portation. In the first place, these 
gases, or gases of a~similar nature, 
were used for industrial purposes and 
it was evident that the question of a 
dividing line between gases used in 
warfare and those used in legitimate 
industrial «perations shoyld be sent 
te» a special committee for study.

This was to be a talk on cannas, 
but I could not resist stepping by the 
way to ask Mr. Burbank about an- 
other south African bulb, the watso- 
nia, which although not hardy in 
cold climates may eventually be 
trained to live almost anywhere. ~ 

“The white watso.ia,” said Mr. Bur- 
bank, “was .. ‘sport,’,’ growing near 
Cape Town, among the red and pink 
watsonias and is of compratively :re- 
cent introduction, By crossing these 
two varieties, I soon had over-100,000 
seedlings, and from these bulbs made 
most careful selections, discarding and 
destroying all those not measuring up 
to an ideal type. For many years 
some eight cords of watsonia bulbs 
were burned on my experiment farm, 
in efforts to :mprove them, but these 
sacrifices of the poorer plants result- 
ed in some wonderfully improved va- 
rieties,”’ 

“Oh, Mr. Burbank, think of the gar- 
dens that would have been glad of 
those bulbs!” 

“Yes, truly, it seems a waste.” he 
answered regretfully, “but ina searc! 
towards perfection, one must not put 
inferior types.on the market.”

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To the average person the nation’s 
building operations are of greatest in- 
terest in so far as they affect the cost 
of rents. Much of the large con- 
struction programs of post-war years 
has been the result of efforts to elim- 
inate the shortage of residences. which 
developed during the war—a shortage 
that has caused rent costs, the second 
largest single cost to the average fam- 
ily, to mount sky ward. | 

The national industrial conference 
board, which conducts regular surveys 
of living costs throughout the country, 
has recently pointed out some facts 
regarding the rent situation which are 
particularly pertinent just now be- 
cause the board’s index of shelter or 
rent costs has been declining steadily, 
even if slowly, since last July, when 
rents stood at their peak, 86 per cent 
above the July, 1914, level. In March 
of this year rents cost 82 per cent 
more than before the war. The de- 
cline in this item of living costs has 
scarcely been felt yet, but if last July 


shall eventually prove to have been 
the turning point in a long upward 
climb, it will have been a very signifi- 
cant month, indeed. It is reported 
that during the last several months
